A RAILROAD WRECK 


Frightful Collision of Trains on the 


Grand Trunk at Wanstead, Oni 


—Thirty-Five Injured 


London, Ont., Dec. 27.—One of the 


most frightful railway disasters in 
the history of Canada occurred at 
10:10 o'clock last night at Wans- 
tead, a station on the Sarnla branch 
of the Grand Trunk, 40 miles from 
this city, when express So. 5, known 
as the Pacific express, flying west- 
ward at the rate of fifty miles an 
hour and crowded to its capacity 
with passengers returning to their 
homes from holiday visits, crashed 
into an eastbound freight. 


So far as is now known thirty per- 


sons were killed and thirty-five in- 
jured.

SUES TIE STATE FOR 


Michigan Central Railroad Be 


gins $6,000,000 Suit 


Against Michigan 


Detroit, 
Mich., 
Dec. 
27,—The 


Michigan Central railroad this after- 
noon began suit by summons in the 
Wayne 
circuit court against 
the 


state of Michigan for $6,000,000 for 
damages resulting from the revoca- 
tion of the railroad's special charter 
by the special session of the state 
legislature just at the close of Gov- 
ernor Pingree's administration. The 
state in revoking the charter gave 
its consent to be sued. Under 
the 


charter the road could charge three 
cents a mile passenger fare and paid 
a specific tax on gross earnings in 
lieu of other taxes. Under the gen- 
eral law it can charge only two cents 
a mile fare and is subject to an ad 
valorem tax on its property, which 
s doubling its annual taxes. With 
Henry Russell, counsel for the road, 
are associated in this case Attorneys

Irenton, 
N. J., Dec. 27.—State 


Road Supervisor Budd, In his annual 
report to Governor Murphy, shows 
that 706 miles of stone roads have 
been built. It is possible to travel 
oa smooth, hard roads from Jersey 
City to Atlantic City. The state has 
appropriated so for SI.205,168 for 
building roads. 
The northern coun- 


ties have built on their own account 
225 miles of road. A request will 
be made to the legislature to increase 
the annual appropriation to $300,- 
000 from 3250,000. Last year 155 
miles of road were constructed, and 
there are sixty-seven miles nearing 
completion. Plans and specifications 
have been drawn for ninety-six ad- 
ditional miles. 


Supervisor Budd says that in no 


way can the government add so rap- 
idly to the prosperity of the nation 
as by contributing its surplus to the 
macadamizing of the highways of 
the settled 
parts 
of the country. 


Burlington county still maintains 
its record for building all the roads 
that state aid will allow. 
During 


the year this county added nineteen 
miles, making a total of 141 miles. 
With the completion of highways in 
Atlantic county, seventy-five miles 
of hard roads will come into Atlantic 
City.

during tho present year; Middlesex, 
20 miles; Monmouth, 
19 miles;

that it is not the 


province of government to maintain 
hospitals and sanitariums V>r the 
cure of drunkards. 
Whether or not 


such objection has force is of no con- 
sequence. As a matter of public pol- 
icy the law provides that drunkards 
may be arrested, fined and impris- 
oned. 
Likewise the law provides 


that the insane may by legal pro- 
cesses be incarcerated 
in 
asylums 


maintained by the state for treat- 
ment 
and 
cure. 
The 
confirmed 


drunkard presents much the same 
phase of relation to society as tho 
victim of insanity. He is a burden 
and a menace and unexceptionably 
n nuisance. 
It counts for little 
if 


anything 
that his condition 
has 


been brought about in the first place 
by his own wilful acts. 
It is his 


condition as it is that should be look- 
ed to. If provision of a place where 
he may 
be properly 
treated and 


probably cured will make useful men 
of even a part of the large number of 
victims of chronic alcoholism, the 
reason for providing it is ample.

OF OIUND 


Hope Well at New Haven is 


Shot and Makes Very Fine 


Showing. 


WILL RUN FIFTY BARRELS 


Find 
is Expected to Start 


Big Boom in New Allen 


County Field, 


The first of the nsw 
-wells to be 


drilled by the Hope Oil company just 
south of New Haven was shot at 6 
o'clock Friday evening and the ex- 
plosion of 150 quarts of nitro-glycer- 
iue in the hole released a strong flow 
of both oil and gas that has sent 
that vicinity into 
ecstocies of de- 


light, and New Haven people are 
enthusiastically predicting a wonder- 
ful boom with the development of a 
new oil field in Allen county. 


Today a strong flow of oil is surg- 


ing from the top of the well By its 
own volition, showing the presence 
of a strong pressure of gas inter- 
mixed with the fluid. Oil experts are 
positive in expressing 
the opinion 


that after the well settles down and 
has been pumped to a normal level 
it will produce at least fifty ba—els 
of oil daily for an indefinite number 
of years. 


For weeks the progress of the drill- 


ing upon the Hartzell farm has been 
•watched with feverish interest by 
residents of New Haven. 
The new 


well is in close proximity to the hole 
drilled some years ago by a company 
in which Fort "Wayne capitalists were 
interested. There has always been a 
fueling1 that the pioneers in the New 
Haven field made a serious mistake 
in abandoning the work and the re- 
sults of the present exploration will 
tend to strengthen that opinion. 


It had been expected to shoot the 


new well at noon Friday, but the 
large quantity of oil standing In the 
well made 
this 
impossible. 
For 


hours the workmen were engaged in 
baling this out and fully five hundred 
people watched the operation with in- 
tense interest. Later many of them 
left the scene, believing 
that the 


work could not be completed during 
the afternoon. 
At least .a hundred 


people were still on hand, however, 
when at 6 o'clock the operators an- 
nounced that the hole was sufficiently 
clear and lowered the immense charge 
of explosive into the hole. 


The shot was exploded 
by Mr. 


Heard, who has been in charge of 
the work of drilling:, and it threw 
geysers of oil that completely inun- 
dated 
the 
immediate 
vicinity. 


With the oil came a very 
strong: 


pressure of gas and the bystanders 
went wild with delight. The work- 
men at once began plugging up the 
well until the pumping 
apparatus 


and tanks could be provided, but six 
hours later the oil had risen so that 
it was forcing its way out of the top 
of th« wirll despite th« pluffs which 
had been inserted to confine it. Mr. 
Heard, the Hope company's expert, 
says that while it is a little early 
to predict definite results, he is con- 
fident the well will be a paying pro- 
ducer. 
The exact status of the well 


will be known after 
it has 
been 


pumped for some days, and arrange- 
ments are being made to do this at 
once. 


The Hope company, whose head- 


quarters are at Meadville, Pa., has 
many acres of land in the vicinity 
under lease, and J. B. Hartzell has 
another large tract. Citizens of New 
Haven confidently expect lively times 
in the development of the new terri- 
tory.

Hathamite Most Dangerous 


Explosive Yet Discovered 


The most powerful explosive known 


ic "Hathamite," a recently discov- 
ered substance, which 
showed re- 


markable qualities under recent tests. 
Besides having the maximum of ex- 
plosive powder, this strange mate- 
rial, which is the discovery of G. M. 
Hathaway, of Wellsboro, Pa., is the 
most difilcult to explode. To test it 
on this point the following seemingly 
dangerous experiments were 
tried 


without effect: 


It was exposed to powder on a 


fcledge. 


Shells were exploded near it. 
Rifle balls were fired into it. 
Light percussion caps 
were dis- 


charged in it. 


To explode the material a heavy 


percussion cap must 
be used, but 


then it detonates with terrible force. 


Some of the tests of its explosive 


jorce were: 


A small charge of the mixture was 


exploded upon a sheet of quarter- 
inch boiler plate. It cut a hole in 
the steel as cleanly as a machine 
could do it. 


A small charge was exploded be- 


tween two cakss of ice, each weigh- 
ing over 
150 pounds. All that re- 


mained was a email pile of actual 
enow—not finely crashed ice. 


In a second test on quarter-inch 


steel In the open air the plate was 
placed on a collar of steel. Tlie steel 
was cut clean over the collar. The 
toiler—of the toughest 
steel 
and 


three inches deep—was broken Into 
several pieces. 


About an ounce of Hathiimite was 


exploded 
in n regulation 
United 


States government one-pound steel 
Bhell and very thorough fragmenta- 
tion of the shell occurred. 


A similar result followed the ex- 


plosion of two six-pound shells in a 
heavy steel chamber, there being cm- 
ployed in this instance three and ono- 
eighth ounces of tlie explosive. 
In 


this experiment the Hathnmlte was 
melted nnd run solid into the shells. 
A hole was then drilled Into the ex- 
plosive underlined with two grammes 
of granulated explosive, which was 
ncted upon by the fuse. 


Tlie explosion of a small charge 


of Hathamite produces a sharp re- 
port, somewhat resembling the crack 
of a rifle, mid there arises a rather 
thick cloud of greenish smoke, but 
this quickly dissolves 
in the air. 


When, in order to demonstrate the 
safety of Hathamite under ordinary 
conditions. thi> explosive hns been 
poured upon flames or a bed of coals, 
it has burned slowly and with an Im- 
mense amount of smoke. 


WORMS BURROW IN FLESH. 


Barton Thomas, a child living at 


Edgewator, Col., is suffering from a 
peculiar alhncr.t. After nn examina- 
tion physicians extracted 
thirteen 


worms from the child's head, which, 
under a strong 
miscroscope, were 


pronounced to be the larvae of the 
ccstrus ocstromyia of the diphtheria 
family. 


These worms are of a peculiar spe- 


cies, and none of them has previously 
been found 1:1 this csur.try. Sever::! 
cases of the developed larvae have 
been reported iu England. Dr. Liv- 
ingstone, the African explorer, was 
stung in the leg while in the wilds 
of the dark continent by one of the 
flies. The larvae which was cut out 
of his flesh some time afterward Is 
now in tlio medical museum of the 
College of Royal Physicians and Sur- 
geons of England in London.

MANY VILLAGES DESTROYED. 


The repeal of the law 


•witnesses to kiss the Bible has been 
followed in New Jersey by a marked 
increase in perjury, and a movement, 
it is said, may be started to restore 
the custom. Prosecutor William J. 
CrosEley, of Mercer county, In which 
Trenton is situated, is quoted as say- 
ing that, "since the solemn practice 
of kissing the Bible has been elimi- 
nated from the oath, witnesses In 
criminal trials 
recklessly 
prevari- 


cate." This is due, he says, to the 
fact that "the witnesses In criminal 
trials usually are from a class that 
is not given to truth-telling, except 
when in fear of eternal namnatlon of 
the soul or in dread of thirty days In 
jail for being caught lying. 
Many 


of this class of witnesses were awed 
by the old form of oath, which In- 
cluded the kissing of the Bible." 


Mr. Crossley does not hesitate to 


attribute the failure of justice in two 
important criminal cases to the fact 
that ths moral influence of the Btbta 
upon witnesses was lacking. 
The 


criminologists. adds Mr. Crossley, 
who appeared before the legislature, 
said that, when a criminal intended 
committing perjury, 
"he usually 


avoided kissing the Bible by declar- 
ing ha had 'conscientious scruples." 
He would then raise his right hand 
and affirm to tell 'the truth, the whole 
truth, and nothing but the truth,' In 
the issue joined between the state of 
New Jersey vs. Peter Jones, defend- 
ant. The witness knew he was com- 
mitting statutory perjury, of course, 
for which he could, and 
probably 


would, be punished if caught. 
But 


the criminal argued that he was not 
'goin' again' the Bible' with any sort 
of story and took the chances of be- 
ing tripped up by the state. 


Thus it would appear that, while* 


this reform may have contributed to 
physical hygiene, it has not, in New 
Jersey, nt least, if Prosecutor Cross- 
ley isn't prevaricating himself, con- 
tributed to moral health.—Baltimore

BLIZZARD ADDED TO HORROR. 


The darkness of night and the rag- 


ing of a blizzard added horrors to 
the wreck. 
Fortunately the fire 


horror was averted. A fire broke out 
in the wreckage of the day coach, 
but it was smothered with snow and 
coats which were thrown on it be- 
fore it gained any headway. 


The Pacific express is a fast train. 


Last night it was delayed two hours 
by the heavy travel and at Waustead 
it was speeding to make up time. The 
freight was working slowly east un- 
der orders to take the switch 
at 


Wanstead and allow the express to 
pass. 
In the blinding snow storm 


neither engineer saw the other train 
approaching apparently, and the 
freight had just commenced to pull 
in on the siding when the passenger 
train came up. 


THE SHOCK TERRIFIC. 


The shock was awful. The trains 


came together squarely head-on. In 
a second the baggage and express 
cars of 
the passenger train tele- 


scoped into the day coach. This day 
coach was reduced to splinters and 
fragments back 
to the last three 


windows. 
As it was crowded, the 


results were terrible. 
Fire 
that 


broke out was quickly smothered, 
but the fire was scarcely worse dan- 
ger than the cold, 
however. 
For 


three hours or more wounded and 
maimed passengers were pinned un- 
derneath wreckage, crying piteously 
for help, while they suffered from ex- 
posure to the elements. 


Exposure undoubtedly hastened the 


death of some of the more seriously 
injured and caused the death of some 
of those who might have been saved 
if it had been only a question of ex- 
tricating them from the wreckage. 


The Pullman cars stayed on the 


track and were comparatively unin- 
jured, although 
the passengers in 


them were severely shaken in the 
shock. 


RELIEF TRAIN SENT. 


As soon as possible word was sent 


to this city of the wreck and a relief 
train with a dozen London doctors 
was dispatched to the scene. 
Tho 


work of removing the dead and in- 
jured was at once begun. 
Half n 


dozen bodies were recovered within 
n short time and a number of wound- 
ed removed 
from 
tho 
wreckage. 


Trains wcro made up to send 
the 


wounded to London hospitals. 


Efforts to identify the wounded and 


dead were attended with difflculty. 
The dead bodies taken from the wreck 
were frightfully mangled, some of 
them almost beyond recognition. The 
scenes attending the removal of the 
dead bodies from the wreckage were 
pitiful in the extreme. Several fam- 
ilies were on the train and the air was 
filled with the anxious cries of thoso 
separated from their loved ones, not 
knowing whether they were killed 
or saved. 


A PATHETIC INCIDENT. 


Miss Nellie Geddes, of Sarnia, wus 


amung' the kiiieu. 
She was reium- 


ing with her sister, Beatrice Geddes, 
from a visit to relatives in this city. 
Beatrice was slightly 
injured and 


was brought back to London on one 
of the early relief trains. Not find- 
ing her sister here, she became con- 
vinced that she had been saved and 
g-oiie oil to Sarnia, and this morning 
Beatrice left for Sarnia confident that 
she would meet her sister 
Nellie 


there. 


Edward Boyse, of Prescott, 
was 


taken from the wreck alive, but he 
was so frightfully injured that he 
died two hours after being placed in 
the hospital in this city. 


J. A. Lamoiite, of Wyoming, was 


the night operator at Walford. the 
telegraph station nearest to the sid- 
ing at Wanstead. 


Responsibility for the wreck has 


not been fixed. 


It is said by some 
that it came 


through a confusion in orders for 
which Lamoiite was responsible. 


Lamonte was in some way injured 


in tho wreck. 


The ill-fated express consisted of 


two baggage cars, a. smoker, 
two 


first-class coaches and two Pullmans, 
tiie Chelmsford 
and 
the Fenwick. 


The smoker, which was telescoped by 
the coach behind it, had the sides 
knocked out of it, the roof falling 
and imprisoning the passengers. 
It 


•*«s in this car that most of the awful 
havoc and loss of life occurred. 


WRECK CAUGHT FIRE. 


The wreck shortly after tho col- 


lision caught fire and but for the 
heroic efforts of a brigade of pas- 
sengers, organized and led by an old 
man, who was himself a passenger 
on the ill-fated train, the disaster 
might have been more disastrous to 
those pinned down in the wreck. By 
heroic efforts this brigade put out 
the fire by throwing snow on the 
flames with their hats and hands. 
They then turned their efforts to 
getting out the wounded, who had 
their sufferings increased by a blind- 
ing snowstorm and the thermometer 
near zero. 
A Miss Cuthbertson, of 


Port Huron, Mich., was imprisoned 
under the wreck two hours, but was 
not seriously injured.

OPERATOR TO BLAME. 


The accident is said to have been 


due to the failure of an operator to 
give orders to the express train to 
meet the freight at. the station. 


One of the passengers describes the 


accident as follows: 


'•We were running at about forty 


miles an hour when, without 
the 


slightest, warning, 
the two trains 


met with terrific force. 
On exam- 


ination it was found that the two en- 
gines were in the ditch. 
The bag- 


gage car was thrown on top of the 
first-class coach, instantly killing a 
great many and pinning about fifty 
other passengers in the debris. The 
screams, moans and prayers of the 
injured \verc heartrending. One poor 
woman begged that

one was carefully taken from the 
wreck and probably will 
recover. 


The mother was afterward released, 
but only to die in a few minutes. 


"About thirty people were killed

"The trainmen, as well ns every 


passenger, did all they could to re- 
lieve the sufferings of the victims." 
TWENTY-FIVE BODIES ARRIVE. 


The train bearing the dead bodies 


of the victims of the wreck reached 
here this afternoon. Immediately 
on the arrival of the train all the 
undertakers in the city wore railed 
into service and the work or removal 
was begun. There were twenty-five 
bodies in nil nnd some of them were 
crushed beyond resemblance to hu- 
man beings.

WANTS INDIANA COAL 
\im 


State Mine Inspector Epperson 


Here to Address Manu- 


facturers' Club. 


James Epperson, of Linton, Indi- 


ana state mine inspector, arrived in 
the city last evening and is a guest 
at the New Aveline hotel. Mr. Ep- 
person came to Fort Wayne at the 
invitation 
of 
the 
Manufacturers' 


club and will hold a conference with 
members of that organization this 
evening. At a meeting of the Manu- 
facturers' club a week ago the ques- 
tion of a coal supply for the manu- 
facturing interests of the city was 
taken up. The failure oC the gas sup- 
ply makes it imperative upon the 
manufacturers to arrange for abun- 
dant coal supply and it has been the 
belief of many of the manufacturers 
that some arrangement 
could be 


made whereby coal might be pro- 
cured in more abundant quantities 
and at a lower figure than has here- 
tofore been demanded. 


There was a proposition to pool In- 


terests and either purchase a section 
of Indiana coal lands nnd develop the 
mine or to contract for the entire out- 
put of some of the mines already be- 
ing worked in the southern part of 
the state. To arrive at a more defi- 
nite conclusion upon this matter it 
was decided to invite Mr. Epperson 
to visit Fort Wayne and give the 
club some information upon the sub- 
ject. To a reporter for The Sentinel 
this morning Mr. Epperson said: 
"I am very anxious to see Indiana 
con! used in Fort Wayne, and I do 
not understand why it has never been 
introduced here. Possibly this may 
be duo to the negligence of the mine 
interests to make a bid for the coal 
trade of this city. One thing is cer- 
tain, the Indiana fields can produce 
as good a quality of coal as those of 
any other region, and I am confident 
it can be delivered in Fort Wayne 
at a lower price than the product o[ 
the eastern mines. At present Indi- 
ana coal is worth about $2 per ton at 
the mine for what is known here as 
'run of tho mine.' 
This price is 


higher than ordinary and I am quite 
sure that even at this figure the cool 
can bo placed in Fort Wayne at a 
figure that will make it attractive. 
Th« quality will compare very favor- 
ably with that of other fields. I 
have not yet met the members of the 
Manufacturers' club, and my invi- 
tation to come was written by Sena- 
tor Fleming. I shall be very glad to 
give Fort Wayne manufacturers any 
iTifnrmntioii pospihlp upon trie sub- 
ject."

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Guided by the vicar of the Roman 


Catholic cathedral in Smyrna, I have 
found the house where the Virgin 
lived and died, and am writing this 
letter on the granite slab before its 
gate—a second Loreto, as it were, 
but devoid of the Santa Casa's mirac- 
ulous features, says B. D'Agen, the 
noted French explorer, writing from 
Ayasaluk, in Asia Minor, on the site 
of the ancient city of Ephesus. 


I first heard of the curious edifice 


at the monastery of St. John, in the 
capital of Asiatic Turkey, when the 
prior told me that he discovered the 
house some eleven years ago under 
strange 
circumstances. 
Learning 


that I was bound for Home, he asked 
me to visit the place in order that 
I might add my testimony 
to his 


own, conveyed in a letter to the head 
of the propaganda, which he begged 
me to bring to the Vatican. 


The Ephesus of the present day 


has "neither temple, cross, crescent 
nor city." It is a place of desolation, 
almost a wilderness, sparsely settled 
by a handful 
of Mohammedans, 


Christians and Jews. Yet the several 
wretched villages standing on the 
site of what was once the first and 
richest city of Asia Minor are ac- 
cessible by rail from Smyrna. 
Ar- 


riving at Ayasaluk, the biggest of 
the settlements, I found, on consult- 
ing the map, that I was just 249 
miles from Constantinople. It was 
All Saints' day and the greater part 
of the passengers 
left the 
train 


where I did. 


TO THE SANCTUARY. 


"If we follow these people we will 


reach the sanctuary by the shortest 
and least troublesome route." said 
the vicar, who had spoken to some 
of our copossengers, in whom he rec- 
ognized members 
of the 
Smyrna 


cathedral congregation. 


The railway stopping place—there 


was no sign of a station—was sur- 
rounded by droves of donkeys and 
their drivers offering their services. 
The reverend gentleman and myself 
secured a strong pair of grays and 
we set out. The way led over miles 
upon miles of sand-covered ruins, 
past the fragments 
of the 
great 


theater to which the Apostle Paul 
alludes in his sermons delivered in 
the ancient town, and- the excava- 
tions at the spot where 
stood the 


famous temple of Diana, one of the 
seven wonders of the world. Arriv- 
ing at the foot of a mountain known 
as Bulbul Dag, we came across a con- 
siderable procession of native Catho- 
lics, and dismounting. Joined them 
for the rest of the way. 


Vicar Ephraim explained that this 


being All Saints' day the Christians 
in the neighborhood had turned out 
to worship the Virgin in her own 
house. I counted 500 pilgrims, a 
kvast number in a pagan 
country, 


where the crescent has long super- 
seded the cross. 


I strained my eyes to discover the 


"house of Mary" 
from the place 


where we started on our 
upward 


journey, but the Bev. Ephraim in- 
formed me that, though situated on 
a precipice, it was not visible from 
below. 


The road up the mountain side was 


steep and narrow, compelling us to 
walk in single file. The vicar and 
myself, however, were well in the 
fore and reached the edifice within 
two hours after leaving the train. 


THE HOUSE OF MARY. 


We had nearly ascended the sum- 


mit when the vicar, at a turning in 
the road, pointed out a cliff to the 
right. "There," he said, "you see the 
place where the Virgin told her woes 
and joys to the waves and John, the 
disciple, whom Jesus loved, looked 
upon his bishopric of Ephesus." 


I saw a small house partially built 


of brick and partially of stone, with 
a little bell tower, very simple and to 
all appearances as old and weather 
worn as any 
ancient 
building in 


Smyrna and Palestine 1 have come 
across. The situation is as the rev- 
erend gentleman described it—on one 
side the ruins of the great city, at 
the other an enchanting outlook upon 
the blue sea. 


I covered the last hundred feet or 


thereabouts that separated us from 
the edifice at a run and soon stood 
on the threshold. Here was charm- 
ing simplicity for you—the house of 
Mary remains as she left it to join 
her heavenly Son more than eighteen 
centuries ago, or rather as John, the 
apostle, left it, as the 
bishop of 


Ephesus outlived the 
Virgin, 
for 


whom he cared, many years, accord- 
ing to the best authorities. "He must 
have outlived all of those who had 
been the friends and companions of 
his maturer years," says Eusebius, 
father of the church. 


UNTOUCHED BY VANDALS. 
Unlike the Loreto house, which is 


supposed to be the ancient abode of 
Mary and Joseph in Nazareth, where 
the infant Jesus was brought up, 
the dwelling place where Mary is 
said to have spent the last years of 
her life is still unobscured by pious 
vandals. 
Its outer walls are not 


incased In marble like the 
Santa 


Casa; one may see the woodwork and 
cement plaster of the interior with- 
out raising shields of gold and silver 
covering them. There Is none of that 
bewildering profusion of lamps, can- 
dlesticks, goblets, crowns, crucifixes, 
images, cameos, pearls and gems of 
all kinds that detract one's attention 
in the Italian place of pilgrimage, 
but instead the mind is powerfully 
impressed by the probability, or at 
least possibility, that the things one 
sees may have really belonged to the 


saintly persons to whom they are 
ascribed. 


The house is built of little red 


square bricks cemented together, al- 
ternating with pieces of roci, ap- 
parently taken from 
the mountain 


side. The vicar 
did not know the 


dimensions, which I secured by a 
foot rule I am in the habit of car- 
rying on my travels. The house is 
thirty-six 
feet 
long, fifteen wide 


and nearly twenty feet high at the 
sides. 
The 
bell 
tower, made of 


blackened cedar wood and propped 
up by beams placed against it on all 
four sides by native Christians, is 
less than five feet high. There is an 
iron rod upon which the beil may 
have rested, but the bell itself 
is 


gone. In all probability it was stol- 
en by some poor shepherd or artisan 
in need of metal. 


As in the Santa Casa, the stone 


work is irregular, the bricks are not 
set in line but merely used to help 
out with the rocks. 
On account of 


the latter the walls are thicker 
in 


some places than in others. 
The 


average thickness is probably twen- 
ty inches, Tvliicli is a little more than 
the ancient "sacred cubit," so called 
because the Jews adopted that meas- 
ure for their temple. There are two 
windows, one in each of the small 
sides of the building. The door of 
cedar wood and about six inches in 
diameter, is secured by an unhewn 
beam drawn from 
one side of the 


opening to the other and resting in 
sockets. 


INTERIOR OF THE HOUSE. 


The little house is divided into two 


equal parts by a brick wall resting 
on blocks of stone. 
The 
granite 


floor is worn smooth by the feet and 
knees of pious pilgrims that have 
worshiped here for the last 200 or 
300 years, 
or perhaps a thousand 


years and longer, according to the 
belief of the native Christians. The 
brick wall 
and the cemented por- 


tions of the side, 
front and back 


walls are now black with age. As 
intimated, there are no decorations, 
at least no stationary attempts to 
rob the little house of its quaint in- 
terest by gaudy accessories, foreign 
to its character—only two or three 
banners sent not long ago by a pious 
lady from Rome, who heard about 
the discovery of the place from a 
cardinal to whom she is related. 


The cast room, looking toward the 


rising sun, is commonly supposed to 
have been Mary's, as it contained 
the fireplace and remnants of a small 
cupboard. 
These latter nave been 


sent to Rome for comparison with 
furniture known to date from the 
beginning of the 
Christian era in 


Asia Minor. 


APOSTLE JOHN'S ALTAR. 


The adjoining chamber is two or 


three feet larger, and on the floor 


rests a granite slab some eight inches 
in thickness bearing in the center an 
ancient Greek cross flanked by 
a 


shepherd's staff on each side. 


"This is believed to be part of St. 


John's altar table," explained 
the 


vicar. 
The indications are that it 


rested on wooden piles, which, in the 
course 
of time, wasted away and 


broke down. In all probability the 
apostle said mass here while his con- 
gregation consisted of only a 
few 


followers. 
The bell tower strength- 


ens this belief. And in later years, 
when he had a cathedral in Ephesus, 
he doubtless continued to hold divine 
services here for the Virgin, 
who 


could no longer go to the city when 
she became old and feeble. 


"The prior of St. John, when he 


discovered or rediscovered the house 
on July 27, 1891, found nothing but 
the altar stone, the remnants of the 
cupboard and the fireplace," contin- 
ued the reverend gentleman. 
"The 


natives told him of records on stone 
and burned clay that existed 'ever so 
many years ago,' but there was noth- 
ing to substantiate the story save 
that it 7»T..5 engraven on the minds o£ 
the native Christians, who declared 
that they heard it from their fath- 
ers ar.d grandfathers and that it was 
a legend current from time immem- 
orial." 
SEEKING PAPAL RECOGNITION. 


"But how do you account for it 


that the little house, which by vir- 
tue of its associations must be dear 
to every Christian, 
especially 
to 


every Catholic, is not a general place 
of worship for the Christians of the 
orient?" asked the correspondent. 


"Look at these people toiling up 


the steep mountain side," exclaimed 
the vicnr. 
"Mary's house is their 


sanctuary; they believe in it; they 
worship it ns their greatest treasure. 
Wo Catholics of Smyrna do not feel 
authorized to take 
charge of 
tlie 


house on behalf of the church untjl 
Home has spoken. 


"As already mentioned, the prior 


of St. John, who rediscovered the edi- 
fice, Is negotiating with the propa- 
ganda for its recognition, but mat- 
ters like that, submitted to the vati- 
r.nn authorities, move slowly, slowly. 
About three months ago the prior 
received an order to send in a second 
or third memorial—the same which 
you have promised to deliver into 
the hands of thp prefect of the con- 
gregation. 
We understand, thougli, 


that the case 
might 
have 
been 


brought to a conclusion before had it 
not been for the long 
illness, fol- 


lowed by 
the death, of 
Cardinal 


Ledochowski. His eminence was ex- 
tremely Interested in the newly found 
Santa Casa, but some of the papers 
submitted to him by our authorities 
seem to have gone astrny. 
At any 


rate, the prior is making a new effort 


on behalf of this little house." 
NATIVES DREAD ITS REMOVAL. 


Several pilgrims had approached 


the vicar while he was talking to me. 
Whon I moved aside to inspect tho 
altar plate they plied him with ques- 
tions. 
"Had this stranger come to 


take away 
their 
house?" "They 


would not allow it, nor would they 
permit the removal of any part of 
it." 
"The house had been theirs for 


time immemorial and the pope him- 
self had no power over it," and so on. 


The vicar translated their talk to 


me. 
"You see the difficulties that 


may grow out of the official recogni- 
tion of the house," he said; "if Rome, 
after due deliberation and investiga- 
tion, established a second Loreto on 
this mountain, good Christians in all 
parts of the world would insist upon 
turning it into a 
treasure-chest— 


nothing under the sun would be too 
good for its adornment. But such 
would arouse the covetousness of the 
non-Christian population and there 
would be trouble at once. How could 
the Smyrna church defend a sump- 
tuous 
sanctuary 
in this 
barren 


neighborhood, 
peopled by 
beggar 


tribe? No. no, I think 
It would 


be better to leave the House of Mary 
as it is and was; poor, an example 
of simplicity and frugality." 


FINDING OF THE HOUSE. 


Kere follows tixe story o£ how the 


prior of St. John in Smyrna came to 
set out for the 
mythical house of 


K^ry: 


"Twelve years ago I fell to read- 


ing the works of Catherine of Em- 
merich, as transcribed by her con- 
fessor and biographer, the Rev. Bren- 
tano. 


"Catherine was a peasant woman, 


living In a small Wcstphalian vil- 
lage. She was known in her prov- 
ince as a seer and commonly regard- 
ed as a saint. 


Brentnno asserts 
that she could 


neither read nor write, never having 
had any schooling whatever. 
She 


never left her native hamlet, yet In 
her discourses displayed a most In- 
timate knowledge of the holy land, 
though deriving her information on 
Paltjstiue solely fium tlio 
biblical 


stories read to her, cr referred to in 
tho scant religious 
Instruction she 


had received. 


"Among 
Catherine's voluminous 


writings by proxy is a 'Life of the 
Virgin,' dealing with the most mi- 
nute details of Mary's life after the 
crucifixion, a subject on which the 
Bible is silent, as every Christian 
knows. 
In the introduction of the 


book Brentano says that Catherine 
claimed to have obtained the mate- 
rial set forth by revelations from 
the Virgin herself. 
That, I admit, 


did not make her statements more 
trustworthy in my eyes, particularly 


as the Vatican always denied 'The 
Life of Mary' the imprimatur, thui 
characterizing it as a work, not ap- 
proved by the 
church. 
However, 


'not approved' must not be taken for 
absolute disapproval. 
In the latter 


case Catherine's works 
would be 


placed on the 'index.' 


DETAILS OF MARY'S LIFE. 
"The chapter which 
particularly 


interested me was that dealing with 
Mary's residence in Ephesus. 
'She 


went there with John shortly after 
the crucifixion,' says Catherine, and 
proceeds to point out minutely where 


j she lived and how she lived, etc., etc. 


! 
"Living in the neighborhood, this 


chapter impressed me more than all 
the rest, and I resolved to investi- 


I gate the case on the spot. Though 
there was then no railway connec- 
tion with Ephesus, the ancient city 
could be reached without much diffi- 
culty, and, 
with a companion, I 


traveled there on muleback, leaving 
Smyrna on the morning of July 26, 
1891, with guides, two brothers of 
the convent and a diagram of the lo- 
cality as laid down by Catherine. 
We reached the foot of the mountain 
referred to by the seer in good sea- 
son, and, leaving our mules behind, 
climbed to the height over the path 
described by the Westphalian peas- 
ant woman. 


"There was nothing unusual so far 


—almost anybody might know that 
there is a mountain in the neighbor- 
hood of Ephesus, 
and most moun- 


tains can be climbed over a certain 
route, but imagine our surprise when 
we found perched on the precipice 
the identical house mentioned with 
great 
circumstantiality in Cather- 


ine's book. The similarity between 
description and original was unde- 
niable, and when afterward we made 
inquiries In tho neighborhood we 
learned that the edifice was known 
and revered as the house of Mary, 
where the mother of our Lord and 
the good apostle John lived after the 
crucifixion many, many years. 


UNKNOWN TO THE WORLD. 
"There was a most perplexing case: 


Apparently 
this 
ignorant, 
home 


bound peasant woman had pointed 
out and described a sanctuary entire- 
ly unknown to tho Christian world 
at largo, for records of the Ephosus 
house of Mary are found nowhere in 
literature. What is more, even we 
Smyrna Catholics had no knowledge 
of the place. But that it existed I 
now saw with my own eyes, while 
the traditions of the people in the 
neighborhood, as well as the build- 
ing itself indicated that it had stood 
there a great many hundred years, 
probably in the days when the tem- 
ple of Diana spread below In wond- 
rous beauty." 


Continuing, the prior said that he 


reported the case to Rome and re- 
ceived orders to amplify his •writings 
and continue his investigations. Tha 
reverend gentleman seems to think 
that the delay in gaining recogni- 
tion for the house of Mary Is due to 
the fact that the Vatican is not pre- 
pared as yet to stamp Catherine of 
Emmerich's work with the imprim- 
atur. If any portion of her writing! 
were recognized pious souls might 
think all of them deserving of be- 
lief, a thing to which the Vatican 
objects, I was told, on account of the 
visionary and mythical character o£ 
Catherine's "revelations," so called. 


The matter, then, being still in 


abeyance, the prior could give only 
his personal impressions as to the 
things he saw and the strange writ- 
ings leading up to their discovery. 
At the same time he allowed me to 
gather some facts as to Ephesus and 
the life of Mary and John after the 
crucifixion from the ample monast- 
ery library. The extracts are given 
literally without comment. 


EPHESUS HOME OF FATHERS. 
All the fathers of the church seem 


to agree that the first seeds of Chris- 
tian truth were sown at Ephesus im- 
mediately after the great pentecost. 
Paul returned to Ephesus after each 


circuit, and after the third circuit 
remained two years. His first epistle 
to the Corinthians wan written in 
Ephesus, where John and the mother 
Mary may have confirmed him in 
his knowledge of Christ's words and 
deeds. 


According to Eusebius, John lived 


in Ephesus a long while, employing 
himself 
most diligently 
for th« 


spreading of the gospel. He became ' 
bishop of Ephesus and his gospel and 
epistles were indited there. 


Baronias and Tillemont /say poil- 


tively that the Virgin accompanied 
John to Ephesus, and others have it 
that John was buried there at Mwy's 
side, likewise Timothy. 


Numerous authorities point to tha 


fact that immediately after the cru- 
cifixion Mary went to live in Jerusa- 
lem under the protection of the dis- 
ciple 
whom Jesus 
loved and to 


whom he had recommended her al- 
most with his last breath, saying: 
"Woman, behoid thy son." 


While It 
is variously reported 


(though not in the bible) that Mary 
died In Jerusalem In the place now 
known ns the mosque of the tomb of 
David, a great many early Christian 
writers say she died of extreme old 
age in the arms of John, who had 
supported her. If Mary lived longer 
than fifty years she must have wit- 
nessed 
the episcopate of John at 


Ephesus, where, according to come 
writers, her grave was shown as late 
as the second and third centuries of 
the Christian era. 


Liquid air, the last great scientific 


sensation of the nineteenth century, 
Is gradually coming to be a practical, 
everyday matter. It has set about 
making good its promises as one of 
the main factors in twentieth century 
progress. 


Of present uses, aside from the pro- 


duction of oxygen and the manufac- 
ture of explosives, the most import- 
pnt are its application In medicine 


nd. surgery and in chemistry. 
Liquid air has already found good 


use in the purification of chemicals. 
In all liquids the component parts 
can be separated by liquid air, each 
one freezing in its absolute purity at 
a certain degree, thus exposing all 
Impurities, which can be eliminated 
and the pure elements recombined. 


Clinical experiments have proved 


even more interesting. 
As a local 


anesthetic liquid air is pronounced a 
| success, minor operations Having 
I been performed by its use with sat- 
[ Isfaction. There have also been many 
[ cures of neuralgia, erysipelas, naevus, 


carbuncles, boils, and even cancers. 
| In some cases the spray is used for 
I cauterizing the diseased part, notably 
[ those of epithelioma or epithelial can- 
[cer, boils and carbuncles, in some 
linstances one application 
proving 


sufficient. 


For a naevus the swab is used, the 


[tumor having been known to dlsap- 


ear entirely after three applications, 


[leaving scarce a trace. 


For neuralgia and erysipelas the 


finest satisfactory treatment has been 


• rolling the bulb containing liquid 


fir over the affected part. The same 
Lpplies in its use as an application 


allay inflammation. In the large 


jlintcs of New York and Washington, 
lotably the Roosevelt hosital and the 
Vanderbilt clinic of Columbia uni- 
tersity, physicians have already de- 
llared liquid air invaluable. 
In the 


treatment ot some forms of disease ft 
fcomes into sharp competition with 
[the X-ray, which has already sot a 
'pace in therapeutic* that liquid air 
bids fair to keep. These two newly 


discovered elements seem destined to 
rivalry in revolutionizing the prac- 
tice of medicine. 


As with the X-Ray, there is grave 


danger when wliquld air is in the 
hands of tho inexperienced. A Texas 
physician undertook to cure a boil 
on the back of a man's neck, and In- 
stead of spraying it gently, he dashed 
the liquid air on in such generous 
quantities that the man's head was so 
badly frozen as to almost cause his 
death. 


If anyone should try to take it in- 


ternally, this is what would happen: 


A drop on the tongue would make 


the moisture on the tongue freeze 
solid, causing a blister. 


If an attempt were made to pour It 


down the throat, the heat of 
tho 


mouth would cause 
such 
forcible 


evaporation as to almost strangle the 
victim. 
If the pouring continued, 


in spite of this, the throat and all 
organs touched would be frozen solid 
and their action thus paralyzed. 


When doctors learn the proper use 


of liquid air it is expected to open 
up a wonderful field. 


The making of liquid air seems so 


simple now that one wonders why it 
took so long to disc6ver the process; 
and its possibilities are daily more 
apparent. Its practical benefits have 
been greatly retarded by the exagger- 
ated statements made by Ignorant 
enthusiasts when it was still new 
to the world, as well as by Trlpler's 
unfortunate mistake In the formation 
of his first company, which was com- 
posed of men who were too busy pro- 
moting their own interests to care 
anything about the interests of Trip- 
let or his invention. 


The chief engineer and chemist of 


the Los Angeles company has spent 
three years with 
Tripler In New 


York and Washington, 
perfecting 


machinery for the 
manufacture of 


liquid air at a cost that would give 
it practical value. 
Tripl*r reduced 


the cost from $75 to 50 cents per gal- 
lon. At present, owing to the limited 
supply, liquid-air retails at $10 a 


gallon, which makes it a luxury be- 
yond the reach of any but the man- 
ufacturer of it, either for keeping; 
fresh his meats and his butter, or 
for propelling his automobile. But It 
Is predicted that the day Is not far 
away when ice will be as much of a 
curiosity in houses as kerosene lamps 
are today; while for an automobile 
nothing could be more perfect than a 
can of liquid air, which by the heat 
of the atmospbei'e is 
transformed 


into a motive power. Until then it 
finds its chief use in mining ana med- 
icine. 


But the making of this stuff is the 


marvel of it. 
The entire plant oc- 


cupies hardly more than twenty feet 
of space from the shaft where the air 
flows in, a dry, colorless, invisible, 
gaseous element, to the pipe where 
it comes out a bubbling pale blue 
milky liquid, colder than anything 
else on earth and, in spite of its 
liquid form, drier than the air it- 
self. 


The air enters through a shaft that 


runs along the ceiling. It is just the 
common every-day air you breathe, 
and the endlessness 
of the supply 


and the cheapness of it are the pecu- 
liar and particular advantages of its 
use. No one can ever get a corner 
on the raw material or put a price on 
it. 


A screen at the outdoor end of the 


shaft keeps out soot, insects and oth- 
er things that have no business to be 
in fresh air; and with no other prepa- 
ration than this straining, the air is 
fed into the compressor, where it is 
subjected to a pressure of between 
3,000 and 4,000 pounds to the square 
inch. As a result the air becomes 
very hot and must be cooled before 
it goes into the liquefier. 


This is done by allowing it to pass 


through coils in a tank of water. The 
sudden cooling of the air under so 
high a pressure causes all impuri- 
ties, all moisture and a small per- 
centage of the carbolic acid gas to 
condense into a liquid, and this is 
drawn off. 
It is just a little sur- 


prising to one who believes that the 
air of California 
is the very best 


brand made to see the ugly yellow 
liquid that can be squeezed out of 
it. 


From the cooling tank the com- 


pressed air passes into the liquefler, 
where it is treated according to a 
natural law that can be found in any 
text book on physics, namely, that 
gases upon expansion drop in tem- 
perature about one-half degree for 
every fifteen pounds of pressure. The 
Los Angeles expert calls this the ac- 
cumulative, self-intensive process, 
which means something to those ot" 
scientific turn. In simpler phrase, 
the air is forced througii suc^tssivo 
coils of pipe, alternately compressed 
at something over 3,000 pounds to 
the square inch, and allowed to ex- 
pand; with each expansion dropping 
in temperature 150 degrees, in ac- 
cordance with nature's law, until 
312.6 degrees below zero it liquefies. 
It takes just eij-ht nt-'nute? to make 
balmy, sunshiny CaliloruiT. air 
so 


cold that niv cf 
the r.j.'Ui pole is 


tropical heat in comparison. 


When the liquid conies bubbling 


out of the liquiiier, it then and con- 
stantly thereafter, gives out a thin 
white vapor, showing how rapidly it 
evaporates. 
The milky color of the 


newly made liquid is due to the car- 
bonic acid it contains, the proportion 
being about 5 per cent. This is sep- 
arated from the oxygen and nitrogen 
by straining through a piece of felt, 
the carbonic acid clinging to tho felt 
in frozen particles, which, reduced 
to liquid form a valuable by-pro- 
duct. 


Liquid air has no chemical form- 


ula, for it is constantly changing. 
The nitrogen evaporates more rapidly 
than the oxygen, making it grow 
richer in oxygen as it stands, and 
consequently bluer in color. In tids 
separation of the component parts of 
liquid air lies one of its greatest, uses 
in therapeutics, as the problem of 
getting cheap liquid oxygor is one of 
constant concern. 


Twenty-nine days is tho present 


limit of tima for keeping liquid air, 
which at first could only bu kept for 
a few hours. The most satisf-ictory 
vessel now in use is a double-willed 
vaccuni vessel made of glass, hold- 
ing a gallon and a half, the vacuum 
between the two walls of glass pre- 
venting the heat of the atmosphere 
from causing rapid evaporation 


A small glass tube in the rubber 


stopper affords an escape for the va- 
por; and it behooves the one who 
buys liquid air to make quick use ot' 
it, for he will find his gallon shrink- 
ing at the rate of 3 per csi't. in 
twenty-four hours, which is 30 cents 
a day going into thin air. 


There is no danger of explosion 


unless the fluid is confined in a seal- 
ed glass or cast iron vessel. These, 
having no elasticity, burst 
whf.n 


the liquid expands beyond their pow- 
er of resistance. With copper, brass, 
steel or any of the more elastic met- 
als, when the expansion becomes too 
great, it simply 
blows out at the 


weakest point. 


The pipes used in making liquid 


air are all of special manufacture, 
and the fittings are made to stand a 
pressure of 60,000 
pounds to the 


square inch. This is done merely as 
a matter of safety, as 11,700 is the 
greatest pressure liquid air will de- 
velop from the heat of the atmos- 
phere, with two-tenths of 1 per cent, 
for every additional degree of heat. 


Contrary to general belief, liquid 


air in itself is absolutely harmless, 
the one danger in handling it being 
that of frost-bite. To the touch it is 
perfectly dry, but so cold it burns, 
though it does not blister. 
If the 


fingers are held in liquid air but a 
few seconds they will free solid. 


Many people have the idea that 


with a few drops of liquid air all the 
rock of Gibraltar could be blown to 
sm'tiwaens. This could as easily be 
done with a few drops of water. 
It 


is only when mixed with hyro-carbon 
that liquid air becomes the powerful 
explosive it is claimed to be, and 


then it must be ignited by means of 
a flame of electric spark. It never 
explodes from concussion and there 
is no danger of spontaneous combus- 
tion. It may be handled with entire 
safety. 


The advantages claimed 
for the 


use of liquid air 
in blasting are 


many. It costs about one-fourth as 
much and is four times as powerful 
as 60 per cent, dynamite. 
Cotton 


waste that has 
become 
saturated 


with oil from use about machinery 
will supply the necessary hydro-car- 
bon. 
By dipping this waste into 


liquid air it is transformed into an 
explosive, yet there is not the least 
danger of explosion from shock. 
If, 


for any reason, the fuse fails to do its 
part of the work and there is no dis- 
charge, the liquid air will evaporate 
and within a few minutes the explo- 
sive has become a harmless bit of 
cotton waste and can be handled with 
absolute safety. 


It is also claimed for this new ex- 


plosive that it leaves 
no trace of 


smoke or poisonous gases and that 
men in the mines can go to work im- 
mediately after a discharge. 


To make a test of a practical use 


of liquid air in refrigeration a re- 
frigerator car will soon be equipped 
with the necessary pipes and have a 
shipment of fruits made by this pro- 
cess. 
There is already patented a 


refrigerator for domestic use in which 
n gallon of liquid air. with ordinary 
care, will last three days. In theory 
a gallon of liquid air Is equal to 
eighty-five 
pounds of ice, but in 


practice it is more, as ice continues 
to melt all the time, while the amount 
of liquid air can be regulated when 
the refrigerator has reached a neces- 
sary degree of coolness. At $10 a 
gallon liquid air is not quite possible 
to the average household, but with a 
300 instead 
of a 21-horse power 


plant liquid air can be sold for 10 
cents a gallon. And when that time 
comes H. will be delivered from door 
to door along the same 
route the 


milkman takes 


Other possible uses are heating and 


illumination. 
And, in hot weather 


countries, the lowering of tempera- 
ture in quite the same manner that 
houses are heated by steam. This, 
however, will not bo until liquid air 
manufacturers get rich enough to lay 
pipes as gas and water companies 
do. 
Even then it will not replace 


coal and gas, 
but only give them 


greater heating and lighting power. 
At this time the combustion of coal 
barely exceeds 70 per cent. In the best 
furnaces, but with the gases from 
liquid air combustion is complete. 


Experiments show that a common 


gas flame of sixteen candle power, 
consuming five cubic feet per hour, 
is increased to a thousand candle 
power, with the whiteness of an arc 
light, by the liquid air gases after 
the liquid air has been used for re- 
frigerating purposes. 


A lighted cigarette dropped in a 


glass of liquid air is entirely con- 
sumed, and that instantaneously, 
the heat being so intense that tha 
glass is too hot to touch in that part 
where the liquid has not made it too 
cold. 
. The high degree of heat produced 
is also shown by dropping a steel 
pen stuck on a lighted match into 
the liquid. 
The steel is vaporized, 


not a particle of it remaining. The 
same result is obtained by holding a 
steel bar In a flame, intensified by 
liquid (dr. This intense heat gives 
liquid air a value in the manufacture 
of steel and iron and in smelting 
furnaces. 


Cremation by liquid air Is another 


of the possibilities, and the destruc- 
tion of garbage and other sanitary 
measures are •welcome promises. 


While 
liquid air 
has a motive 


power greater than any other known, 
it is not believed it will ever replace 
steam and electricity for stationary 
engines other than those in airships, 
submarine boats and 
automobile*;

PIN PRICK CAUSES DEATH. 


Chicago, Dec. 27.—After a series of 


experiments covering a period of over 
five years, Dr. W. Byron Coakley, of 
Chicago, has just discovered that to 
administer local treatment to the 
heart is not the impossibility 
the 


world's scientists have always held it 
to be. 


By means of a fine hollow golden 


needle seven or eight inches long, 
which he terms "organotone," Dr. 
Coakley not only has been able to 
pierce the heart without 
causing 


death, but to inject into it various 
fluids without subjecting the patient 
to the slightest danger. 


Thus far Dr. Coakley has been com- 


pelled to confine his experiments to 
dogs, rabbits and similar animals, 
but so certain is he of his ground 
that he will attempt to secure a hu- 
man 
subject for a demonstration 


which he has been asked to make be- 
fore the International Medical con- 
gress at Madrid, Spain, in 1903. 


INTERESTS SCIENTISTS. 


Dr. Coakley is well known as a 


vivisectionist, and a year ago some 
of his work in the treatment of the 
internal organs attracted the atten- 
tion of a number of European scien- 
tists. 
He received requests from 


Paris, Vienna, Berlin and London to 
demonstrate his work in those cities. 
He accepted these and spent several 
months on the other side of the At- 
lantic. 


While at work on a dog recently 


the doctor conceived the idea of in- 
jecting a salt solution into the ani- 
mal's heart. To his surprise the dog 
not only withstood the shock, but the 
heart action was immediately greatly 
Improved. 
This led him to make 


more extended 
investigations, and 


those resulted in the verification of 
his first experiment. 


ANALYSIS OF THE THEOBY. 
Dr. Coakley refused to talk of the 


subject when approached for details 
of his discovery, but a physician who 
has been associated with him in the 
experiments, explained tha. theory as 
follows:

tivccn cither the third and fourth or

OBSERVATIONS IN KITES. 


A novel and perilous mode of spy- 


ing has been adopted in the Russian 
naval service. The "tops" of a big 
battleship will enable a man to see 
anything of importance several miles 
away. 
On a torpedo boat, though, 


the highest point from which an ob- 
servation can be made is the bridge, 
and this is only a few yards above 
sea level. 
If the water is at nil 


rough, therefore the prey for which 
such a craft is searching-, or the big 
ship from whoso guns it is necessary 
to escape, ere it is too late, cannot be 
readily detected. 
To increase the 


efficiency of torpedo boats, the Rus- 
sians have introduced an ingenious 
practice. Kites of a suitable size and 
design, from which are suspended 
bags, 
in 
which 
men 
can 
be 


stationed, are sent up and kept aloft 
by the progress of the boats. 
A 


windlass secured to the deck of a boat 
and operated by a sailor makes it a 
simple matter to haul in and let out 
the Hue. 


The watchman is thus able to reach 


an elevation twenty or thirty feet 
greater than would otherwise be pos- 
sible. From that lofty but unstable 
post he can communicate with the 
officers by waving a flag, as in army 
signaling. So long as the boat is In 
motion he can stay aloft without dif- 
ficulty.

Now that someone has said the 


crown prince of Siam thinks of mar- 
rying an American girl everybody is 
asking about his country and the 
style of government that runs it. 


According to the blue book Just 


issued by the minister of finance on 
the budget of the kingdom its re- 
sources are rich and juicy. It is safe 
to say that the crown prince's Amer- 
ican bride would be sure of a new 
bonnet every week while the tribute 
gatherer of the king's household does 
his duty as tax collector. 


Siam's financial adviser to the gov- 


ernment says the country has made 
rapid progress and 
revenues have 


greatly increased in ten years, with- 
out adding to the tax levy. The rea- 
sons are improvements in the admin- 
istration and reform generally. 
At 


the same time, nearly 
everything 


must contribute to the revenue in 
Siam, as in other eastern countries— 
slaves, gambling, all forms of amuse- 
ment, as well as orchards, tobacco, 
forests and fisheries. If a man has a 
little sloop boat, with a triangular 
sail scarcely larger than your hand, 
he must pay for it. 


The first items on the government 


list and the cornerstone of the reve- 
nue system in Siam are gambling, 
opium and birds' nest farming, all 
officially reported as follows: 
1—Gambling farm 
$1,834,402 00

about $13,000,000; expenditures are 
a little less, with a gross surplus of 
about $1,156,683. Out of this a spe- 
cial reserve fund for railroad con- 
struction or other "emergent" ob- 
jects which might be difficult to pro- 
vide for out of the ordinary revenues 
of the kingdom leaves a net surplus 
revenue of about $256,683. 


Among the expense items for run- 


ning 
the government 
are these: 


King's civil list and household de- 
partment, $2.000,000; pensions and 
gratuities, $200,000; royal charity, 
about $27,000; purchase of gold and 
precious stones, about $30,000; en- 
tertaining 
distinguished 
visitors, 


$30,000. 
Cremation expenses are 


extraordinarily high, for, next to fes- 
tivals and cock fighting-, nothing ap- 
peals more to the average native than 
the ceremony of cremating relatives 
and friends. This also costs the gov- 
ernment 
$250,000 
a 
year. 
The 


king's traveling expenses are put at 
about $350,000; construction of pro- 
vincial distilleries, which are a sourcs 
of revenue, $30,000; amount paid for 
new roads, about $33,000; expenses 
of the Paris exposition display by 
Siam, about $15,000. 


These facts Rive one a bird's-eye- 


view of the financial and economic 
features of that far away land. But 
there are other facts equally curious 


every freedom to do as they please. 
Once married the yoke is heavy and 
the master'^ rule absolute so far as 
propriety is concerned. Infidelity is 
punished with death. 
A man may 


marry a beautiful woman on Monday 
and attend her cremation on Friday, 
and yet relatives lose neither sleep 
nor appetite over the event. 


Slavery has prevailed there for cen- 


turies and is one of the institutions 
of the country. If a man does not 
pay his debts he can be sold to tlie 
highest bidder, who becomes respon- 
sible for the money due and is re- 
quired by law to settle the score.

"Captain, what do you think of Lin- 
coln's religion? 
There is evidence 


which satisfies me that he was a 
thoroughly religious 
man and 
a 


Christian." He answered: "You are 
correct in your opiiiion. At one time 
in his life he was an unbeliever, and 
through life he held some religious 
views peculiar to himself, but in the 
cardinal doctrines of Christianity he 
was sound. One night he said to me, 
then a boy about nineteen, calling me 
by my first name, 'Gilbert, you have 
to stand at your printer's case all 
day and I have to sit all day; let us 
take a walk.' As we walked on the 
country road out of Springfield he 
turned his eyes to the heavens full 
of stars and told me their names and 
their distance from us and the swift- 
ness of their motion. 
He said the 


ancients used to arrange them so as 
to make monsters, serpents, animals 
of one kind or another out of them, 
but sold he, 'I never behold them, 
that I do not feel that I am looking 
in the face of God. I can see how it 
might be possible for a man to look 
down upon the earth 
and be 
an 


atheist, but I cannot conceive how he 
could look up into the heavens and 
say there is no God.' The informa- 
tion and inspiration received 
that 


night during the walk I shall never 
forget. 


"To my certain knowledge Lincoln 


was a faithful student of tho Bible. 
There was a copy of the New Testa- 
ment with flexible cover which laid 
on his table. I often took it iu my 
hands and examined it. It was worn 
almost through with tho rail-split- 
ter's fingers. Ho once recited to me 
Christ's sermon on the mount with- 
out making a mistake. 
He said to 


mo more than once that ho considered 
Paul's sermon on Mars' hill the ablest 
and most eloquent literary produc- 
tion ever spoken by mortal lip or re- 
corded by human pen. 


"One 
day he said to me, 'Gilbert, 


there is a woman dangerously sick 
living fifteen miles out in the coun- 
try who has sent for me to come and 
write her will. I should like to have 
you go along with me; I would enjoy 


• company and the trip would be 


a little recreation for you.' I cheer- 
fully accepted the invitation. 
We 


found the woman worse than we ex- 
pected. She had only a few hours to 
live. When Lincoln had written the 
will and it had been signed and wit- 
nessed the woman said to him: 'Now 
I have my affairs for tills world ar- 
ranged satisfactorily. 
I am thank- 


ful to say that long before this I 
have made preparation for the other 
life I am soon to enter. I sought and 
found Christ as my Saviour, who 
has been 
my stay 
and 
comfort 


through the years and is now near 
to me to carry me over the river of 
death. 
I do not fear death.' Lin- 


coln said to her: 'Your 
faith in 


Christ is wise and strong, your hope 
of a future life is blessed. You are 
to be 
congratulated 
on 
passing 


through this life so usefully and into 
the future so happily-' 
She asked 


him if he would not read a few verses 
out of the Bible to her.

(Bev. Frank DeWitt Talmage, D. D., 
Jefferson Park Presbyterian Church, 
Chicago, in the Christian Herald.) 
Kev. Talmage 
in

sermon 


preaches a discourse that has wide 
application. His text is from Pro- 
verbs xx, 14: "It is naught, it is 
nlught, saith the buyer; but when 
lie is gone his way, then he boasteth.'' 


I Do you see that Jerusalem gentle- 
Lan wending his way in and out 
/among the 
crowded booths 
and 


/ stores? Do you see him stop and pre- 
| tend to be examining some article, 
/ as though he were making up his 
/ mind whether or not to buy? He is, 


I 
In truth, stopping to hear a conversa- 
tion which is taking place between 
an old Hebrew merchant and a young 
man who has just arrived from tho 
far east, with camels laden with a 
large assortment of expensive shawls. 
"Well," says the young man to the 
old merchant, "how much will you 
giveP I have put every cent into this 
enterprise. I must sell those shawls 
right away. 
My creditors are be- 


ginning to crowd me hard. My men 
want their pay right away. 
Those 


shawls are the best that I could get 
In the east. They cost me $20,000 
cash. I have come a long distance 
with 'them, and you certainly ought 
to give me enough to meet my ex- 
penses." 
The old man shrugs his 


Ehoulders. 
He says: 
"My young 


friend, I do not care 
what 
those 


Bhaws have cost you. They are ut- 
terly valueless to me. I do not want 
them at any price. The moths hava 
got into some of them. Tor my pur- 
poses they are ruined. Besides that, 
those shawls arc out of style. They 
would be a perfect drug upon the 
market. I wish you would leave the 
shop. I have a lot of business to at- 
tend to. and I have no time to waste." 
The young inexperienced seller bites 
his lip until the blood almost comes. 
Then he thinks of his wife and little 
babies. He feels he is staring ruin 
tn the face. He knows he must make 
a sale right away, else he will become 
a bankrupt. He again says: "Can't 
you give me anything for 
those 


shawlsF" The old merchant at first 
says nothing. 
Then he 
answers: 


"Well, young man, you seem to be in 
hard luck. I will give you $10,000 
If you want mo to take the damaged 
goods off your hands." 
The tears 


begin to start from the young man's 
nyes. He is too brave to show them. 
He goes to the corner of the street 
nnd stands there for awhile to think. 
While he is there the old merchant's 
{..TO? riinrnly follow him. Then the 
young man conies back nt Inst anrl 
says: "I guess I will laky your offer. 
That means I must lose all the monev 
I ever made in ray Hfe. That means 
I will not only throw nway six 
months' hard work, but that now I 
am utterly ruined. Here Is a receipt 
for the money. Give me the money 
and let me go to my tent nnd tell my 
wife we are both ruined." 


Hardly has Ihe broken-hearted 


young man left when King Solomon 
—for he is the listener—sees the old 
Hebrew merchant begin to rub to- 
gether his hands in glee. A broad, 
sardonic smilo overspreads his merci- 
less face. 
He calls to his partner 


aiiii »uys: "Isii=, CCIVLC -£" -~~ -"- 
these goods. Did you ever see such 
beauties? 
Why. those shawls 
are 


worth at least $40,000 clean profit. 
I never struck a better bargain. That 
young man simply gave them away 
to me. Just look at them, Isaac. I 
bought them for $10,000—at least 
$ 15,000 less than they cost. I must 
go and tell Bebecca how much we 
have made this morning. 
$40,000 


clear profit. Aha! Who would ever 
have thought that young man could 
be such a foolP" Is this not a ra- 
tional interpretation of my text, "It 
Is naught, it is naught, salth 
the 


buyer; but when he is gone away, 
then he boasteth.'' 


While this conversation takes place 


between the deceitful old merchant 
and his partner, methinks I can see 
D. troubled look come over the race of 
the disguised king, who Is standing 
nearby. 
Methinks I can hear him 


soliloquize: "How contemptible and 
despicable is this wholesale system 
of 
swindling depreciations! 
How 


deceitful and damning it was for that 
old merchant to despoil that young 
merchant. 
I must embody among 


my proverbs for the benefit of all my 
people a warning against this almost 
universal and sinful habit." 
That 


night, while the great king is sitting 
alone in his palace study, he taKes 
up his pen and adds another sparx- 
ling gem to his casket of scintillating 
jewels of wisdom. I would interpret 
the lesson of this text, not only in the 
merchant's parlance, but nlso in ref- 
erence to the wicked depreciations 
of every walk in life. 


Discouraging 
depreciations 
ar« 


found in the home, as well as in the 
street; by the domestic fireside, .is 
well as in the Jerusnlpm stori**: Tn 
the nursery, as well ns in the public 
market place. In China, it is never 
considered gentlemanly or polite for 
ft man to speak well of his relatives. 
In America, it is also the custom of 
Roma parents, brothers and sisters 
never to speak pulogistically ro any 
of their dear ones, no matter how 
much they may be proud of them and 
their successes. 
They say they nrs 


afraid to praise them; they fenr lest 
they should give them ft conceited 
idea of thor.-.solves and rpoil them. 
Therefore, their policy is to peck at 
all tha faults of their loved ones, but 


never to commend them for the!r vir- 
tues. 


Now, my friends, as far as I can 


understand 
our social 
life, 
the 


greatest need of ihe world today is 
not for a few more gigantic factories 
to run night and day, for the man- 
ufacturing of scalping knives, and 
swords, and daggers, and iron-tipped 
clubs, or for great kilns where brick- 
bats can be hardened out of dirty 
clay to throw at our brothers. 
The 


great need of the world is not for 
a few microscopes and X-ray lenses 
for magnifying and 
exposing our 


brother's faults and reminding him 
of his own imperfections. But the 
greatest need of the world is for at 
least five hundred million homes to 
be turned into Christ-like pharma- 
ceutic establishments. 
In 
those 


homes every father 
and 
mother, 


brother and sister, ought to be busy 
all the time, trying 
to compound 


old-fashioned, 
invigorating 
allo- 


pathic doses of Gospel encourage- 
ment. They should be quick to rec- 
ognize and 
praise 
one 
another's 


good points as well as their faults. 
They should encourage each other 
with words of inspiring good cheer, 
as well as caution them with words 
of trenchant warning 
against the 


quicksands and the hidden snares of 
life. 


If a man's friends do not give him 


the encouragement he needs for life's 
struggle, surely his enemies never 
will. 
God knows, an average man 


gets enough knocks from his ene- 
mies—enough blows upon his head 
and heart—to 
make 
it absolutely 


necessary for at least someone to say 
something pleasant. 
You do not 


want your loved ones to start out in 
life with a depressed idea of their 
own abilities and capacity for future 
work, as my father 
had when he 


started, which youthful impression 
he was never able to entirely over- 
come. 
My grandfather and grand- 


mother were old-fashioned folks, 
who brought up their children in the 
old-fashioned 
way, 
never 
telling 


them anything cheering about them- 
selves. 
The nearest 
to a parental 


compliment my father ever received 
was when his mother read his grad- 
uating speech in the little village 
paper of Somerville. 
Afor she had 


finished reading it she turned to my 
grandfather and said: "David, that 
speech of DeWitt's must have sound- 
ed quite well 
when he spoke it." 


Then came the depressing influences 
of his college and seminary 
life. 


With but one exception all his pro- 
•O.i<;nvp trl«d to 
instil 
into 
my 


father's brain the idea that he could 
never preach. 
He was so discour- 


aged that he determined to go to a 
foreign field and be a missionary. 
He 
thought that 
perhaps 
the 


"heathen Chinee" or the 
Fiji 
is- 


landers might be persuaded to listen 
to his preaching, if he were only able 
to get into a region where no white 
man had ever been before. The most 
surprised being in the seminary—and 
nearly all the students were dum- 
founded—was young 
DeWitt 
Tal- 


mage when he received a call to the 
church and parsoiiai|;e of Belleville, 
N. J. The solemn advice which the 
New Brunswick professor gave, "You 
will have to change y,our style, Mr. 
Talmage; you will haXe to change 
your style," found its iNcho in the 
advice of old Dr. Thomas SeWitt, of 
the Collegiate church of New York 
city. 
After my father had been- a 


short time in the ministry this great 
and good man. Dr. DeWitt, 
after 


whom my father was named, sent 
this message to him: 
"Tell my 


namesake never to allow his sermons 
to be published. He may be able to 
preach, but he certainly 
does not 


know how to write." 
The effect of 


all this depressing and depreciating 
advice was such that my father was 
never able to fully shake off the dis- 
couragements 
of his 
youth. 
My 


mother had to urge him on and on, 
or. without doubt, in those first years 
of struggle he would have given up 
the fight and gone into the law. So, 
my friends, I urge you never to dis- 
courage a young man. You may be 
mistaken in anticipating his failure. 
Bather, cheer him with commenda- 
tion whenever it is possible. Who 
can tell whether at the end of his 
career his Divine Master may not 
pronounce upon his service the '-well 
done" with which he rewards his 
faithful stewards. 


Some years ago by an explosion of 


fire damp four miners were entombed 
in a coal mine near Scranton, Pa. 
| Their friends worked a whole night 
: and a day trying to liberate the im- 


I prisoned men. 
At last the rescuers 


were about to give 
up in despair. 


Just then the youngest member of 
the firm rapidly drove up in a buggy. 
As he leaped out he cried: "Boys, 
you have done well! It is only a 
little work more! 
Come on. boys, 


nnd in a short time wo will get those 
poor fellows free!" He threw off his 
coat and grabbed a pick and began 
to strike the rock. At the sound of 
his reassuring voice and example the 
other men went to work with renewed 
energy. The entombed men were soon 
safe in the arms of their wives and 
children. 
Today the vast majority 


I of our relatives do not need words of 
| depreciation. 
Like 
those 
miners, 


j digging for their entombed compan- 
ions, they want words of encournge- 


I ment, words of good cheer, words of 


I inspiration, words of assurance that 
j if they only trust tiod and do right 


certain success will come to every one 
of them. Their success may not nec- 
essarily come right away, but true 
success will surely come in time. 


Discouraging depreciation is often 


found in the dealings of employers 
with their employes. 
Many men 


and women who are at the head of 
large establishments do not like to 
commend their employes. They say, 
if you praise a clerk, even a little, 
that clerk will get too good an opin- 
ion of himself and will ask for an 
increase of salary. Or, if you praise 
an employe, 
some rival firm -yill 


hear of the commendation, and come 
and steal your man away. Thus, 
some men never speak kindly to 
those who are in their employ. They 
chronically and systematically growl 
and find fault with everybody and 
everything. 
Their doctrine is that 


when an employe is afraid of losing 
his position, he will work harder and 
more faithfully than if the head of 
the firm commended him for every- 
thing he did well. 


Now, 
such a course as that is not 


honest or just. The Bible distinctly 
says that every laborer is worthy of 
his hire. If a man is paid what he 
ought to be paid for doing his work, 
there is no need to fear that he will 
not do as good work with a few 
words of commendation, as with the 
depressing effect of unjust and sys- 
tematic 
depreciation. 
I tell you 


candidly and earnestly that chronic 
fault-finding has the same effect in 
a factory, 
or a store, as the cold, 


dark, drizzling days of IToTen^bcr 
have upon the floral world; while 
words of kindness and appreciation 
have the same inspiration upon the 
flagging energies of the employes, as 
the inspiring strains of the regi- 
mental band had upon the despairing 
spirits of the French soldiers, when 
they were scaling the Alps for their 
Italian victories. 
During the last 


days of that awful ascent, when the 
French cannon had to be dragged 
up by the ropes held in the soldiers' 
bleeding hands, Napoleon Bonaparte 
commanded his musicians to keep 
on playing the most inspiring patri- 
otic airs. So the employers' words 
of commendation sound in the ears 
of the workers, like notes of sweet- 
est and most inspiring music, which 
will make the employes sometimes 
even double their energies, to merit 
the appreciation which their em- 
ployes have expressed. 


But though words of commenda- 


tion may have such beneficent re- 
sults in the employers' dealings with 
employes, yet it. Is the settled policy 
of many a business man not only to 
say nothing pleasant 
to his em- 


ployes, but also to make his clerks 
live upon as small a salary as possi- 
ble, until he is, by force of circum- 
stances, compelled to pay them more. 
I am sorry to say, 
too, that this 


spirit of depreciation, this reluctance 
to recognize and reward merit, 
is 


sometimes seen in the relation of a 
church to its 
minister, although, 


thank God, most congregations are 
not selfish, and are giving their pas- 
tors all 
the 
encouragement and 


financial support that they can. A 
selfish 
congregation will start in 


with a system of fault-finding. 
It 


will grind the minister down 
and 


down. It will make the pulpit 
a 


dumping ground for all its carping 
and contemptible criticism, it will 
for years keep its minister upon a 
starvation salary. Then after awhile 
wTfc— £hat minister gets a call from 
a sister church in a neighboring city, 
with an increase 
of two or three 


thousand dollars salary, that congre- 
gation will act as though a bomb had 
suddenly dropped among them. They 
will gather around the minister 
to 


plead 
with 
him with beseeching 


tears. The boards of the church will 
immediately meet and vote to raise 
the minister's salary $2,000. Res- 
olutions will be passed begging the 
minister not to leave them. If that 
minister is so valuable to the congre- 
gation now, why was he not appreci- 
ated before? 
If 
the congregation 


j could raise the salary $2,000 now, 
why not beforeP If the congregation 
could pass commendatory resolutions 
now, why not beforeP Oh no, that is 
not the policy upon which many a 
selfish church and many a business 
establishment are run.

By the laws of social •conomics,some 
people must be figuratively shoved to 
the -vail. It is not the head of the 
great dry-goods emporium who, as a 
rule, h»s to suffer.

One of the most interesting govern- 


ment documents lately published is 
the annual report o£ the general su- 
perintendent of the free delivery sys- 
tem of the postoflice department. The 
remarkable feature of the report is 
the exposition of the results of ex- 
tending the delivery system to rural 
districts. The amount appropriated 
for this purpose, which in 1898 was 
only $50,000, has been increased in 
the current fiscal year to $7,000,000. 
During the interval the number of 
rural delivery routes has been ex- 
panded from 148 to 11,650. The area 
covered by rural delivery carriers 
now 
comprehends 300,000 square 


miles and contains 7,000,000 inhabi- 
tants. The whole area to which the 
postofSco department intends ulti- 
mately to give rural delivery em- 
braces 1,000,000 square miles, and 
the cost of such service is computed 
at $24,000,000. 
From that 
cost, 


however, must be deducted the ad- 
ditional revenue. How considerable 
an income may be counted upon from 
this source will be evident when we 
point out that last year, while the in- 
crease of receipts in the rural re- 
gions generally 
was only 2.4 per 


cent., there was, 011 the other hand, 
in those bCcLions whicli enjoyed a 
full rural delivery service, an in- 
crease of receipts amounting to 10 
per cent. Neither is the income de- 
rivable from the sale of money or- 
ders and the registration of letters 
by rural delivery carriers to be over- 
looked. 
Lnst year nearly 115,000 


letters and packages were registered 
by carriers in isolated farming com- 
munities. 
In view of these figures, 


it is certain not only that rural de- 
liveries render a material service to 
farmers, of which hitherto they have 


been deprived, but also that such- 
deliveries tend to become self-sup- 
porting. Last year, although 
the 


rural deliveries had been in opera- 
tion on a continually 
increasing 


scale since 1898, the postal deficit 
had shrunk from $11,000,000 
in 


1897 to a little over $2,000,000. It 
is calculated that no fewer than 20,- 
000,000 inhabitants of the 
United 


States are interested in the exten- 
sion of free deliveries to the rural 
districts.

He 
ranged all over Europe, explored every 
Hook in Great Britain, traveled for 
years over Australia and New Zealand, 
and for 40 years lived, in- contact with 
the greatest scienti&t-s »nd thinkers of 
the century. His testimony, therefore, 
as to the effects of alcohol cxsnot be 
set down as the contribution of a fa- 
natic. On the otheir hand, it must be 
remembered that though he began life 
as a navy surgeon he was above all 
things a physiologist, hence the value 
of a letter he wrote to Mr. E. T. Col- 
lings, of Boston, in 1&89: 


"Dear Sir: 
I understand th-at yon 


ask me what I think about 'Alcohol 
as a. stimulant to the brain in mental 
work?' 


"Speaking for myself (and perhaps I 


may add, for persons of my tempera- 
ment) T cnu biiy, Uii.aoiiL Lc-t,iliiliuti, 
that I would just as soon take a. dose of 
arsenic as I would of alcohol, under 
such circuiustanccs. Indeed, on the 
whole, I should think arpenic safer, less 
likely to lead to physical and moral 
degradation. It would be better to die 
outright than to be-alcoholized before 
death. 


"If a man caTUiot do brain workwit-h- 


out stimulants of any Hind, he had bet- 
f er turn to hand work—it is an indica- 
1inn 
on, Nature's part that she 


did not mean him to be a. headnworker. 


"The circumstance of my life has led 


me to experience all sorts of condi- 
tions in regard to alcohol, from total 
abstinence to nearly the other end of 
the scale, and my clear conviction is 
(.he less the belter, though 1 by no 
means feel called upon to forego the 
comforting and cheering- effect of a 
little. 


"But f or no conceivable consideration 


would I tifie it to whip up a tired or 
sluggish brain. Indeed, for me there 
i* no working time so good as between 
breakfast nnd lunch, when there is no 
trace of alcohol In my composition."— 
National Advocate.

Figure Skating 


Intricate Ice "Stunts" and How 


to Perform Them. 


By Dr. Arthur G. K»*n«, 


Champion American Fancy Skater. 


Among the best known figures used 


In fancy skating nre the following, 
which I will briefly describe for the 
benefit of folk desirous to become pro- 
ficient In this most interesting art: 


"The cross foot spin is n figure that 


many an ambitious skater finds trouble 
In negotiating. The spin starts with n

double foot whirl. Then I make tho 
familiar figure 3 on both feet at the 
same time, crossing the feet The spin 
Is continued on the outer edge of both 
nkntcs, the toes being held rigidly to- 
gether.

"In the cross cuts, or anvils, the 


body Is often nt sharp angles. 
The 


tops of the anvils are from eight to 
nine Inches long. I start on tho out- 
side edge forward, changing to a back 
stroke on the outside edge by suddenly 
bringing the balance foot 
forward. 


Change Is next made to a forward 
stroke on the outfildo edirc, and this la 
brought across the first by bringing the 
balance foot back. 


"lu the spread cash; the impetus la 


gained on the Ilret stroke. The body Is 
held nearly erect, and the arms are 
kept nt the side. The start is mnde on 
the right foot with n plain stroke for- 
ward, the left foot following in line 
with the toe turned out. 
The heels 


should be keptnbout nine Inches apnrt. 


"Tho douh!'1 tint foot stunt IPHVO* on 


the Ice a disk the diameter of which Is 
about half the length of the slcuteg. 
The start may be made with either 
foot I will describe tho figure as done 
with n right foot start. Going on the 
outer edge forward, I make the figure 
3 and bring the left foot alongside the 
one on the lee, continuing the spin on 
the fiat of the skntcs und gradually 
lowering the arms, ns In the other fig- 
ures. 


"We now couie to a difficult design, 


the Maltese cross. As lu other single 
foot figures, 1 use the right foot. The 
Etnrt on the Inside edge Is changed to 
the outside edge. Then come three 
changes of edges, nfter which the anvil 
is mndc. The first changes are now
